You can make this attractive framed “coin col- 
lection” with a rubber molding compound which 
is available at your local hobby shop. Brush a 
coat of the liquid over coins or medallions. Aftet 
the liquid sets (approximately half an hour) 
brush on another coat. Let dry. Repeat if neces- 
sary. When mold is thick and strong. slip original 
coin out. Wash the mold. Mix up plaster of Paris 
and pour it into the molds. Leave overnight. Slip 
the plaster-of-Paris coins out and spray them with 
clear plastic. Cuta piece of corrugated cardboard. 
one-eighth inch smaller than the inside of your 
frame. Cover the cardboard with velveteen and fix 


it into the frame. Glue the coins to the velveteen. 





To make this bank, paste colored facial tissue 
over an old bath-powder box, pinching it into 
wrinkles to make a rough surface. Pile up pennies 
and cast a mold as above. When dry. paint pile 


gold. Glue it to box top and cut a money slot. 


Paint a large match box gold or some 
other bright color. Cut a piece of felt 
the same size as the top of the box. Cut 


out a geometric design in it. Glue flat to 





box top with rubber cement. 


To make this pert hat stand, remove the raflia covering 
from a Chianti wine bottle. Fill a small tumbler with plas- 
ter of Paris (about an inch from the top).

How to use these extra years 


N this continent we’re youth worshipers. A visitor from Mars, 
( eam a casual look at our advertising. TV programs and movies, 
would conclude that you have to be young to be happy. Our attitude is 
partly an outgrowth of our pioneering background when it was neces- 
sary to have the strength and vigor of youth to open up the new lands. 
But today this emphasis on being young is actually based on old-fash- 
ioned information and outmoded medical theories. 

From the time of Adam until 1900 man’s life span had increased 
by just thirty years. During the past half century twenty more years 
have been added—as much as in the preceding twenty centuries. To- 
day you, as a human, can expect to live sixty-eight years. But you are 
probably not average. You come from a Canadian home with above- 
average standards of hygiene. Since the day you were born you've 
eaten better food, breathed purer air, lived in a better environment 
and received better medical care. It's not being at all unrealistic to 


say that you might live to be eighty or ninety years. 


We Actually Are Younger 

Besides living longer, we are actually younger for our years than 
our grandmothers. A hundred years ago a woman at forty was an old 
woman. She wore dark clothes and lace caps. She moved slowly. She 
not only looked old and felt old, she was old. But today a woman of 
forty is spry and vigorous. At sixty a woman today is more like a 
woman of forty a hundred years ago. 

These extra years haven't been tacked on the end of life. as more 
years of old age. They are tucked in between the years. They are extra 
good years. People like Grandma Moses, Winston Churchill. Bernard 
Baruch and Arturo Toscanini are wonderful examples of people who 
carry on as though they were in the prime of life. at ages when they 


would have been considered senile a hundred years ago. 


No End to Learning Ability 


Even more important than our physical rate of aging is the fact 


that were not deteriorating as fast mentally as we used to think. 


Science has discovered that after maturity, the various faculties of the 


mind have different rates of aging. For example, memory falls off 
more quickly, Our reaction time usually falls off before judgment. But 
your creative powers often increase with age. A teen-ager will learn 
typing faster than her mother but her mother will do better than her 
daughter at philosophy where reasoning power is important. 

The capacity to learn never really changes. It’s only the speed of 
learning that declines with age. But there are other factors more im- 
portant than memory and speed that make up for the loss. 

More important than our ability to learn is our desire to learn. 
It’s our own inertia that slows us down when we get older. not our lack 
of ability. When Matisse was no longer able to climb a ladder he used 
a brush attached to a four-foot pole to paint his murals. Dr. Lillien 
Martin was young in her nineties. Until she was sixty-five Dr. Martin 
was professor of psychology at Stanford University. Then she retired 
and immediately sprang into prominence as a gerontologist, the direc- 
tor of an old-age clinic, an authority on child guidance. a consulting

OME women, and their husbands, seem to believe that an occa- 
sional outburst of anger is a good and necessary part of their 
marriage because it clears the air and sets the stage for a bitter- 

sweet reconciliation to be followed by the kind of calm you get after 
a storm. 

Anvone who believes a fight can be a good thing is making a big 
childish mistake. There is no place for anger in a really happy mar- 
riage. Marriage is for mature people and when adults feel they have 
to boil over to get what they want they are acting like children, very 
small children. 

Since anger, together with fear, which I will talk about further 
on in this article. is one of the basic emotions, it plays an important 
part in all marriages. To lose your temper means to lose control 
of vourself. It also means losing your effectiveness as an individual. 
If vou want to get the best of someone else in an argument or a contest 
the surest way to do it is to make the other person lose his temper. 

But marriage isn’t or shouldn't be a contest of wills and wants. 


When you lose your temper with your husband you run the risk of 


losing the marriage itself. Married people usually lose their tempers 
when they both want different things at the same time and they can't 
reconcile their conflict. Frustrated because they can't get what they 
want. they give way to anger. 

[he conflict may be in any one of many categories—money. where 
they are going to spend their holidays or it can even be something 
more intangible like a show of affection. A man or woman can be 
come angry through frustration with someone who has. deliberately 
perhaps, withheld affection or respect. This is the kind of situation 
that has been well worked over in the movies where a boy and girl 
fight furiously for the first few reels and then end up, to no one’s 
surprise walking hand in hand into the sunset. 

No matter how tender the kisses that follow a fight may be they 
can never remove the sears of insults that cut deep I know from 
my experience with the Toronto Family Court that an insult hurled 
in anger or a blow struck in the white heat of temper is never really 
forgiven or forgotten. Incidentally angry physical blows are struck

Q Why is there a crisis in Canadian education? 


We've set ourselves one of the most challenging tasks that 
ever confronted a nation: the education of all the chil 
dren of all the people. Unfortunately we've confused for 
mal education with the need to keep children safe and 
occupied for a large part of the day. In our confusion 
we've given the schools an impossible job responsibility 
for the child’s whole activity. Its this fact. that the schools 
are trying to do a job which the whole community should 
be doing-——not the shortage of teachers and classrooms 
which we talk so much about—that is at the heart of om 
probl m. The teacher shortage is only a symptom ol 
what’s wrong with the school system. And every adult 
has a responsibility for meeting this situation. Improve 
ments in the system can’t wait on a government autho 


ity; they're everyone's problem-—yours and mine, 


Q What is wrong with our school system? 


I'm definitely in favor of a state system of compulsory 
education. But [| think we should take a hard look at 
our own. It may be outmoded. So many facts of Cana 
dian life have changed in the last fifteen years. A higher 
birth rate in the war and postwar years, plus immigration. 
the shift of population from rural to urban centres. indus 
trialization. These changes should surely be accompanied 
by alterations to our education system. Its true that in 
many Canadian provinces there have been wholesale 
changes in curriculum and method in the last’ twenty 
years. My criticism is that in many cases weve spread 
a theory. like a tent. over a whole province without regard 
for the fact that what suits one community. one school. 
one child. may not suit another. The consequence is a 
system which is inflexible. which doesn’t permit different 
attitudes toward education or make allowance for the 


different needs of different children. 


Q How would you change the system? 


| have no blueprints—-only suggestions. And [| suggest 
that we need a variety of schools independent schools 
and experimental schools—-to take care of the different 
intellectual and emotional needs of different children. All 
these schools should be subsidized by the government 
And they should be actively supported by industry. busi 
ness. the professions. the church and the parents of the 


children. 


Q fre you a traditionist or a progressive in 
education? 


I'm neither. because | don’t think they re contradictory. 
although they re certainly made to seem so. On the one 
hand. we want a program that is strenuous intellectually. 
On the other hand. we want the development of the whol 
child, which means taking into consideration his emotional 
needs and his sense of achievement. There’s no basic con 
tradiction between these two demands. For some children 
a strenuous intellectual discipline is an absolute necessity 
Others must have a program which doesn’t demand as 
much brain work-——they’re destroyed by having to meet 
too high a standard too soon. Both programs have the same 
concern: the fullest development that each individual child 
is capable of. But | couldn't or wouldn't try to combine the 


two programs in one classroom. 


Q Do you believe that a school system which 
provides all children with the same kind oj 
education is democratic? 


How democratic is a system which says that every child 


must start school at a certain age, Continued on page 75

How to make your decorations 


Invitations 

1 Paste cutouts in the theme of your party to 
folded colored construction paper and write out 
your invitation inside in bright poster paints. 

2 Write your invitation on a %-inch paper strip 
and fasten to candle with cellulose tape. Word it: 
Let this light your way to our party .. . time, 
place, etc. Mail in corrugated roll or paper. 

3 On paper 8% by 11 inches write your invita- 
tion in a pyramid shape. Paste colored paper and 
glitter to corners. Fold and seal with a stamp. 


Centrepieces 

4 Make u favor tree by inserting a plunger in a 
child’s heavy hollow rubber ball. Wrap an elastic 
band under ball to prevent slipping. Add a paper 
fringe to handle (keep it in place with an elastic). 
Paint the ball with rubber cement and cover with 
crinkled foil or tissue paper. Put the plunger base 
in a painted flowerpot and fill with pebbles. Pin 
on candies, bows, cigarettes. 

5 Christmas holly. Make eight large leaves and 
three small. For large leaf glue two pieces of 
silver, gold or green paper, 4 by 6 inches, back to 
back, with a length (6 to 9 inches) of black 
milliner’s wire between.

Loop wool through mat and tie at 
back to hold a colored paper napkin. 

8 With pinking shears cut felt 11 by 18 inches 


Cut names from contrasting felt, and glue on. 


Favors 

9 Cut flower favor. Cut a piece of oasis (sold 
at florists’ shops) to half fill a tiny flowerpot. 
Soak oasis in water overnight. Wrap in foil and 
place on top of doily frill in the pot. Press small 
cut flowers, fern, into oasis. On a card write 
names to suggest a flower (Princess June, Mar- 
garet’s Glory) and stick on toothpick in the pot. 
Tell guests to add water, and flowers will last for 
a normal length of time. 

10 Ping-pong dolls. Pierce ball with a heated 
coat hanger. Insert 34-inch drinking straw. To 
make hair, wind fine darning wool around card- 
board, tie in centre and clip ends. For girls glue 
as pony tail, for boys as centre part. Paint faces, 
add paper eyelashes and ears. Fold cardboard 
stands 3% inches high and % inch across at top. 
Insert heads and tie on memo pads and book 
matches to stands for favors. 


11 Fill two foil tins with favors and tie gaily. 


Decorations 

12 Hanging discs. Paste felt to both sides of 
cardboard circles, with contrasting felt or paper 
circle in centre. Dust with glitter or sequins. 

13 Puffballs. Apply rubber cement to a small 
area of beach ball. Twist a sheet of tissue paper 
around a pencil and tear off, to get a ragged puff 
about 2 inches long. Push onto cement with pen- 
cil, and repeat until ball is covered. Hang.

Whether you get one of the handsome new consoles or do-it-yourself 


here are some tips you can use. First, you should find out what hi-fi is not 


Eavesdropping at an audio fair in Toronto last year I overheard an 


interesting exchange between a pretty girl in her mid-twenties and a 
beefy, pipe-clenching male of perhaps fifty They were in one of 
the show’s dozens of music-at-home demonstration rooms, a chamber 
reverberating with electronic sound and crammed from wall to wall 
with amplifiers, preamplifiers, turntables, tone arms and_ cartridges, 
loud-speakers loud-speaker cabinets o1 “enclosures.” tape recorders, 


and brightly jacketed long-playing dises. 
The young woman, raising her voice to a banshee shriek to pierce 
the tumult, told the pipe-smoker “Evervthing seems so expensive 


and so complicated. Id like to ask questions but | haven't got the 


nerve: I'm afraid all these experts will sense that I'm too dumb to 
understand a word they're telling me, and theyll know | probably 
can't afford hi-fi, anyway.” 

“Hah!” the beefy man barked Used to have the same trouble my- 
self. But now | tell these chaps quite frankly that | know nothing about 
hi-fi and get bored stiff listening to their technical jargon . . but I 
give them the impression I'm filthy rich. You should see them scamper- 
ing around me! Most of them can explain everything in plain English, 
when they think the chips are down.”

But still typical of most Canadians is the perplexed miss | over- 
heard at the Toronto audio show. Thousands of Canadian women are 
eradually realizing the ever-deepening pleasures to be derived from a 
shrewdly chosen, many-sided record library with playback equipment 
able to do the records reasonable justice. In ever-increasing numbers 
women are discovering, for example: 

1. That hi-fi need not be played at nerve-racking volume levels. 
On the contrary, the more faithful the recording and the more respon- 
sive the reproducing equipment, the better it all will sound at comfort- 
able room volume. 

2. That hi-fi equipment need not be ugly. In the pioneer days of 
a dozen or more years ago, it was an almost universal sign of the cult 
that all wide-range audio equipment in the home had to be a sprawling, 
dust-catching tangle of exposed wires, tubes and soldering irons. Today 
the average domestic hi-fi outfit is either housed in two or more hand-

5. Have plenty of change on hand 
before sale starts.

8. If serving afternoon or “high” 
tea, sell tickets and limit the number 
so the committee will know how many 
to cater for and have adequate accom- 
modation.

Publicity that Pays Off 

The announcement of “home cook- 
ing” is sure to bring a crowd, as will 
ticket selling for tea or supper. But 
experienced bazaar conveners say you 
will need general publicity as well. 
Here are some of the ways they sug- 
gest 

1. Distribute printed or written in- 
vitations. These can be sent out by all 
the women to friends outside the or- 
ganization. 

2. Announce the event in church 
bulletins, local newspapers and by 
door-to-door circulars. 

3. Ask local merchants to co-oper- 
ate by displaying posters in their store 
windows. 

4. Let the women’s editor of your 
paper know well in advance the date 
of your sale. Invite her to attend if 
she can spare the time. 

5. Invite other clubs in your com- 
munity 

6. To give impetus to your publicity 
choose an exciting name for your 
bazaar such as Mexican Fiesta, 
Christmas Tree Festival, Around the 
World Fair, Christmas Box Jamboree, 
etc 

When possible let the public 
know how the money sought is going 
to be used. 

8. Advertise the new or special fea- 
tures such as the Delicatessen Booth, 
Family Take-Home Suppers, Chil- 
dren’s Playroom (supervised) and, of 
course, the home baking.

two people lose control of their emotions. 

But we all know everyone loses his 
temper once in a while and gives way 
to anger. We may even get the idea 
that it is natural and inevitable to act 
this way. Well, it’s certainly not un- 
common but people don’t have to act 
that way. In fact, I think we have shown 
through the progress we've made with 
succeeding generations of children that 
people can learn to contro] their anger. 
A child throws a tantrum because he is 
a child and has not yet developed con- 
trol. Besides he may have learned that 
the device works well with indulgent or 
slightly frightened parents. 

I've heard it argued by my medical col- 
leagues that some people, such as red- 
heads, are more prone to anger than 
others because of their body chemistry. 
I don’t believe this. I think everyone 
can learn control. Some immature peo- 
ple, like children who enjoy a fit of 
temper, delude themselves with the no- 
tion that in some situations and under 
certain stimuli they just have to blow 
their tops. They are getting a childish 
pleasure out of their indulgence. You've 
probably heard, too, that people who 
keep their feelings under control all 
the time, never losing their tempers, are 
likely to end up with ulcers. I don’t be- 
lieve this either. My experience as a 
doctor has shown me that the kind of 
person who gets an ulcer the kind 
who never relaxes. An occasional tan- 


is 








trum isn’t going to help someone who 
is tense all the time. 

Some couples develop patterns of 
anger. Let me tell you of a husband 
and wife I talked to at the court not 
long ago 

Like a great many husbands this fel- 
low had been getting away with modified 
murder the way he came home at all 
hours with no regard for his wife’s efforts 
to run the house on some sort of a plan- 
ned basis. Inwardly she would seethe 
for weeks because of his lack of con- 
sideration but she said nothing until he 
had been late once too often. Then she 
exploded in violent anger. He would 
react by sulking, retiring behind the 
fat-headed protestation that he was be- 
ing nagged and his independence was 
seriously threatened. Eventually they al- 
ways came together in a big reconcilia- 
tion scene complete with a box of candy, 
flowers or a new hat and declaration of 
forgiveness. Then the pattern repeated 
itself just like wallpaper. 

When I talk to people like this as a 
psychiatrist attached to the family court 
it’s not my job to act as a judge and 
place the blame, although in this case, 
I would blame both of them. I would 
certainly blame the husband for his self- 
ishness and downright discourtesy and | 
would blame the wife for the way she 
handles the situation. But my mission is 
to talk to them and help them to work 
out a solution to their difficulty. In this 
case, and I give the same advice in all 
similar ones, I suggested that they try 
to sit down and talk about it before 
they reached the point of no return in 
their anger.

I think many more wives would use 
this weapon in defense of themselves and 
their marriage if it were not for the fact 
that they are economically dependent and 
have no recourse to legal support. Most 
women who have thought of using this 
device are deterred because of what theu 
friends might think. In our society a sepa 
ration like this usually means that the 
marriage is finished or almost finished 
when it actually could be the means of 
saving it 

Don't get the idea that I'm plumping 
for trial marriage or anything like that 
but some of the happiest marriages I’ve 
seen have been common-law. arrange- 
ments. The reason ts that these people, 
with no legal or churchly ties, have to 
be kind and considerate to one another 
No church or state can order a happy 
marriage. There has to be that deep and 
honest desire to be together and to work 
at making their marriage a success 

\ happy marriage, then, doesn't need 
the so-called cleansing fury of anger. So 
long as the two people can sit down and 
talk about their problems without anger 
they can usually work out the ugliest- 
looking problems. And what's more they 
won't leave any sour residue of resent- 


ment 


Fear Builds Up Marriage 


Where anger causes us to lash, often 
blindly, fear, the other basic emotion 
which looms so large in marriage, makes 
us cringe and look for refuge. There ts 
no physical pain to compare with the 
paralyzing effects of fear; anyone who 
says he has never been afraid is lying 
in an attempt to deceive himself or 
someone else. As in the case of ange 
there is much we can do in childhood to 
reduce fear. The best protection is to 
keep the child in an environment that ts 
full of familiar sights and sounds. And of 
course there is nothing more familiar in 
a child’s world than his mother 

But as we discovered in my last article 
on the growing up of a child, the time 
comes when a boy or girl must strike out 
into a world where there is no mother to 
dispel the bogeys of fear that will appear 
Since no one is complete in himself, 
they look for the kind of help they will 
need. They look for this kind of strength 
in their friends and eventually in the per- 
son they are going to marry. This is one 
of the reasons why the period of court 
ship is so important. A girl should ask 
herself of every man she might marry: Is 
this someone in whom I can place my 
trust? 

She (and he) should ask, is this some- 
one in whom I can confide my dreams as 
well as mv fears without being ridiculed? 
Is this the sort of person who, knowing 
more about me than anyone else, will still 
care for me more than anyone else—and 
not use his Knowledge of my weak points 
as Weapons against me? 

And when you have found this trust 
you have someone with whom you can 
build a truly strong and good marriage 

Think what it means. These two young 
people, maybe a little muscle-bound 
emotionally by their backgrounds or the 
unsentimental world they live in, have 
come to each other in complete trust and 
have placed themselves in each other's 
hands. Believe me there is nothing weak 
here. This is a great act of faith. You may 
have noticed that I rarely use the word 
“love” in these articles in the conventional 
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way it is applied to the feelings two mar- 
ried people have for each other. That's 
because I’m not too sure that the word 
conveys the precise meaning it should, 
for it is so often used loosely. In this con- 
text it fits perfectly, I think. Where you 
have this trust you most certainly have 
love in the truest sense of the word. 

You also have a place where a woman 
can come with her fears and know she 
will not go away without solace. Some 
young wives are afraid to have a baby 
That is not unnatural and no one should 
feel sorry for them. But some of them are 
afraid to talk to their husbands about this 
fear. For them I feel sorry. 

When you have this trust you have a 
place where a man who has taken a beat- 
ing in business can come and reveal his 
hurts without being chided as a failure or 
left feeling unworthy. And so many men 
are afraid of failure. ll never forget a 
truly terrible experience I had once when 
a woman turned on her husband (it was 
during the depression) and denounced 
him in front of me for losing his job. If 
ever a man needed help to meet his fears 
that man did 

It's perhaps even more difficult for a 
man to accept this kind of help than it is 
for a woman because of the myth of male 
strength we saddle boys with at an early 
age. There is no proof that the emotional 
or intellectual make-up of men is any 
different from that of women. They are 
both capable of fear; they are both ca 
pable of courage. And the picture of the 
strong silent male enduring all without a 
whimper is a dangerous fallacy. Too 
often when the male becomes silent he 
isn’t being strong at all—he’s just sulking. 
Similarly, the picture of the ever-under- 
standing wife bolstering her husband’s 
ego Is one-sided. Women need understand 
ing and praise as much as men do. 

So, it sometimes takes a considerable 
adjustment for a man and woman to rely 
on each other with complete and calm 
confidence. When this good relationship 
exists I think it is the most beautiful thing 
among the many beautiful things in mar- 
riage. Naturally, an outsider is rarely 
given an opportunity to see it at first hand 
but you can usually tell when it is there 
And don’t confuse this with the kind of 
mothering that some women give their 
husbands as a substitute for real affection 
This is a coming together in faith: this is 
finding in each other the strength to fight 
back fear. .

by being scattered around the room in 
bookshelves. 

3. That the cost of hi-fi is quite rea- 
sonable in comparison with many another 
household expenditure which may yield 
less durable satisfaction 

What is high fidelity? And further, 
for clarity’s sake, what isn’t it? How do 
you go about getting it, and how do you 
make sure your choice is a wise one for 
your circumstances? How much does it 
cost? Can it be installed, with substan- 
tial savings, as a do-it-yourself enter- 
prise? 

Before I try to answer these ques- 
tions let me clearly state one basic fact 
under the heading of Sorrowful Self 
Appraisal. I personally am not an ex 
pert professional nor even an awkward 
amateur in the sphere of handy-around- 
the-house skills and improvisations. I 
would no more attempt to install and 
properly hook together a group of high- 
fidelity parts than I would try to make 
my own clothes or drill and fill one of 
my own dental cavities. But if you're 
in the mood to sit still for a bit of 
honest counsel on how to choose a set 
of hi-fi components and how to svuper- 
vise its installation to your satisfaction, 
here are a few pointers you may find 
useful: 

First, about the term “high fidelity” 
self. The definition I like best is “the 
cost faithful possible reproduction of 
ecorded sound.” Real high-fidelity sound 
weks to add nothing to the original, 
only attempts to prevent anything good 
from being subtracted. Despite the unl 
versal overuse of the contraction “hi-fi” 
as a form of voodooistic incantation 
there is no absolute high fidelity, al- 
though at its best a really well-made 
record played through a top-quality re- 
producing system has a realism so stun 
ning that you can almost believe you 
ire hearing the original instead of an 
extremely close copy 

What hi-fi is not Is an exaggeration 
of the highest high notes or the lowest 
low notes or an artificial “souping-up” 
of any other freak effects, no matter how 
striking, at the expense of an over-all 
naturalness and balance. For example, 
one recent recording of a well-known 
piano concerto offers ringing and “juicy’ 
sound, truly fabulous in power and im 
pact; but the solo piano would have to 
be perhaps twenty feet high, played by a 
giant of legendary proportions, to sound 
‘in the flesh” as massive and command 
ing in relation to the orchestra as it does 
in these silky grooves. 

There are, in the main, three choices 
confronting you when you decide the 
time has come to put hi-fi in your home 

The easiest, quickest way is to order 
one of the numerous “packaged” or con- 
sole hi-fi outfits now on the market, in- 
cluding some carrying celebrated trade- 
marks. One friend of mine has been get- 
ting solid enjoyment for months from a 
low-budget package which cost him only 
about $135. I’ve heard it myself in his 
home, and it sounded astonishingly 
good. However, I know of other cus- 
tomers who have expressed bitter dis- 
content with this same model 

Certainly the booming upsurge of hi-fi 
in recent years has had a tremendous 
influence on the engineering of big-name 
manufacturers with results beneficial to

If you decide to buy a packaged deal 
your best bet is to find an intelligent 
clerk in a reliable store which stocks 
several competitive makes. Get his opin- 
ion on which of them is tops—and test 
it carefully, not only in the store but at 
home, before writing your cheque. Check 
with the salesman on the speaker. Make 
sure it is at least a ten-inch speaker, or 
that there are two speakers and one of 
them at least an eight-inch speaker. Make 
sure the amplifier is at least ten watts 
in power 

Experts point out that any setup which 
places the loud-speaker and the tone arm 
in the same cabinet violates good audio 
principles. If the speaker does a good 
job it can set up vibrations which may 
jar the needle in the grooves. To avoid 
this, most console models contain speak- 
ers with a restricted range. Some people 
actually prefer these mellow tones to 
the full high-fidelity range.

The second way of buying hi-fi is the 
do-it-yourself method. Both for the do- 
it-yourself buyer and the one who, like 
myself, prefers to select his components 
and then have them installed by an ex- 
pert, the toughest task is in narrowing 
down your choices of parts 

My own system is to consult not one 
but two reputable and well-established 
sound-supply dealers or audio consult- 
ants—and let each of them know you 
are seeing the other. I’ve found it best 
to buy from both, too, with benefits to 
yourself from the resultant rivalry, al- 
though many people prefer to deal with 
one firm exclusively 

By making ear-tests and price-checks 
in each dealer's store, first choose your 
loud-speaker or loud-speaker assembly, 
and the cabinet or cabinets to go with 
it. Ideally this should represent thirty 
to sixty percent of your total expendi- 
ture: no matter how good everything 
else is, your fi won't be hi without a 
decent speaker. 

Having told the dealer how much you 
are ready to spend (but with maybe a 
few more dollars “in reserve” in your

select your amplifier. This is the vital 
little powerhouse which takes the elec- 
trical sound impulses from the record’s 
grooves and builds them up until they 
are strong enough to “drive” the loud- 
speaker system. Depending on its com- 
plexity and size, the amplifier may or 
may not require a preamplifier or “mas- 
ter audio control,” including flip-switch 
or push-button devices to compensate for 
the manufacturing peculiarities of various 
record labels. The amplifier and preamp 
should absorb twenty to thirty percent 
of the total budget. 

Next, choose your record player, 
which will be either a single-play turn- 
table or an automatic record-changer 
capable of handling several records in 
succession. This item accounts for ten 
to fifteen percent of your ideal total.

In the audio field as in the movies, 
new or modified technical advances are 
perpetually exciting the faithful with 
promises of super realism ahead. Bi- 
naural or two-eared recordings are al- 
ready available in the form of stereo- 
phonic or three-D tapes which, at their 
best, startlingly convey an illusion of 
depth or perspective. Not all demonstra-

Birds—For Your 


Winter Garden 


For a little suet and seed, 


you'll reap a winter full of color and 


unending entertainment 


By HELEN 


EOPLE who think bird watching 

is strictly for the not-quite-bright 
catch their breath when they see a 
gorgeous male cardinal alight on the 
snow-laden garden table just outside 
my window. “Yes, he’s superb,” I 
say nonchalantly, “but wait until the 
lady cardinal comes in for a landing 
She’s terrifically smart in soft brown 
with scarlet facings—such good taste!” 
This confirms their worst fears. But 
I've noticed they start planning their 
own feeding stations before you can 
say ornithologist! 

In addition to their decorative 
value, there are three good reasons 
for feeding the birds in winter: one 
is that many of them will starve to 
death if you don’t, another is that 
they destroy more insect pests than 
you can shake a spray at, and the third 
is that they are endlessly entertain- 
ing to watch at the feeding station. 
They are the regular customers with 
whose meal hours and table manners 
you become fondly familiar Then 
there are the rare visitors. I can as- 
sure you that a glimpse of a northern 
water thrush teetering on our feeding 
table stirs our household like the un- 
expected arrival of royalty 

What I like particularly about the 
bird-feeding game is that there are 
practically no rules. Anne Merrill, 
in her nice chatty book called Wings 
in the Wind, quotes one authority as 
saying that the essentials to a_ bird's 
existence are “an abundance of food, 
water, and cover,” and it seems to 
me that anyone can take it from 
there. However, I would just like to 
make two points—one is that unless

you provide these necessities within 
comfortable view of your windows 
you will not enjoy the sport. The 
other is that I have never devised a 
method of serving water to the birds 
at ten below zero. 

On the subject of water Anne Mer 
rill is very consoling: “For drink.” 
she says firmly, “birds can sip snow.” 
I have been happy to leave it at that 
But there are enthusiasts who set ou! 
electric poultry units complete with 
thermostat at fifty degrees. Others 
try to keep the snow melted with rock 
salt. Whether or not this briny mix- 
ture appeals to birds there is no doubt 
that a patch of open ground in the 
snowy waste attracts them as an 
oasis does a parched desert traveler. 

Bird feeding was launched at our 
house during a Christmas weekend 
ten years ago.

apartment. If your space is limited have 
a flexible time—say three to eight—and 
tell your friends to come at different times 
so that everyone doesn’t arrive simul- 
taneously. To accommodate more people 
turn one bedroom into a studio by push- 
ing the beds against the wall, or even re- 
move most of the furniture to a back hall- 
way or a second bedroom, to make more 
space in the party room 

She is a casual cook and she believes 
in mixing people at parties casually too 
She starts off her guest list with a few 
people who know one another and then 
simply adds whomever she feels like ask- 
ing. She never restricts her parties to 
people who are well acquainted already 
“Part of the fun of a party is not knowing 
whom you're going to meet.” When she 
entertains people who don’t speak English 
she makes sure there are other people at 
the party who speak their language. 

She always tries to invite at least one 
beautiful woman to give the party 
glamour, and if possible she tries to 
arrange to have more men than women. 
If people seem shy, she gets them moving 
around by asking them to help pass food. 
She organizes her traffic lanes around the 
refreshments in such a way that people 
will keep moving. Never put a bar in a 
spot where it can only be reached through 
a doorway, she says. It’s sure to create a 
bottleneck. To prevent just such bottle- 
necks in her own house she knocked out 


part of a wall between her living room 
and her dining room. 

She believes it’s good party practice to 
invite one or two amateur performers— 
people who are good at tricks or imita- 
tions. But when she invites professional 
actors or singers she never expects them 
to put on a performance. “It makes them 
feel like puppets,” she explains. “Let them 
relax and perform if they feel like it. It’s 
the amateurs who should be allowed to 
blossom at a party.” A member of the 
Swiss embassy, Charles Dubois, had every- 
one convulsed one night by imitating all 
the instruments in an orchestra. Another 
night Edouard Theysset, secretary to the 
French ambassador, did an imitation of 
how Canadians sing Alouette. 

As for introducing guests, her rule is 
simple. “Under twenty, try to introduce 
your guests to one another, but above 
that number it’s impossible. Let them get 
acquainted themselves, except for people 
who are complete strangers in the crowd.” 

Only rarely does she send out printed 
invitations. Most of her parties begin 
when she picks up the telephone. Once 
when she held a party on a roof garden 
she sent out an invitation in the form of 
a blueprint. If she ever has to invite 
someone at the last minute because some- 
one else drops out, she believes in being 
completely honest about it, and explain- 
ing the situation to the last-minute guest.

In sum- 
mer, its eight- to twelve-year-old Wolf 
Cubs (junior Boy Scouts) camped 
along neighboring Dingman’s Creek; 
but by July, the stream was low and 
slow-moving, scarcely reaching the 
boys’ knees. During what passed for 
swim periods, the cubs did the daily 
good deed of pulling blood suckers off 
each other’s legs. (And _ besides, the 
site was too close, too easy for parents 
to visit and bring food treats.) 

One cub leader, Ruth Bacon, whose 
pack had always had an A progress 
rating, decided that learning to swim 
was too important for the boys to 
miss. With Ruth Bacon, a tall, slight, 
auburn-haired woman of thirty-five, 
action follows an idea as sharply as a 
clap of thunder after lightning. She 
and her husband knew they would 
want a summer place sometime. Why 
not find a camp site at once and do- 
nate its use to the cubs? During the 
summer of 1951 they went on a two- 
thousand-mile prowl across Ontario’s 
resort country, camping here and there 
until they found an ideal site 190 miles 
north of Lambeth on Lake Berford. 
It had: one hundred acres stretching 
along the entire side of a clear lake; 
a clean sandy beach; a sixty-foot drive 
well of safe drinking water; it was 
near a doctor who would come on 
call, a hospital, churches of several 
faiths, a daily supply of fresh fruit and 
vegetables. 

They bought it. But a potentially 
perfect spot is a long way from a 
camp complete to meet the require- 
ments and inspection of scout authori- 
ties, the departments of health and 
education. So Ruth raced home to in- 
fect cub mothers and friends with her 
enthusiasm among them, Jennie 
Quinn, another cub leader; Ruth Bu- 
chanan; Helen Gorman; Dorothy Wil- 
liams; Gloria Merritt; Jessie Minhen- 
nick; Ruby Poole; the Maitland 
teen-agers, Ruth and Kim. 

First, the women arranged work 
parties of five or six couples to spend 
weekends clearing and leveling the 
camp site, and they worked along with 
the men. 

“Often when most of us were ex- 
hausted and trying to catch forty 
winks,” says Ruth Buchanan, “we 
would rouse to hear a scrunch, scrunch 
sound, and see Ruth Bacon still slug- 


ging along with a barrow full of gravel 
to smooth a path.” 

The men of the Lambeth Optimist 
Club installed a float, dock, diving 
board, and marked the swim area with 
a ring of buoys. By next season the 
camp was ready for the cubs to tent 
there with women helping to staff it 
voluntarily. But there were problems 

One dark night, the leaders wakened 
to hear prowlers and find the metal 
food cabinets open and the ground 
littered with biscuits, prunes, oatmeal 
They formed a night watch, sitting 
back-to-back for safety on the camp 
table with flashlights for weapons. 
When daylight came, they found the 
marauders had been nimble-handed 
coons. 

The other annoyance was rain. Ruth 
Buchanan, camp cook, says, “Even in 
clear weather I could barely cope with 
our cantankerous wood stove, Bertha, 
whose door I levered open by jumping 
on a stick.” 

So, the women began talking about 
a camp building. A Lambeth business- 
man offered scrap lumber from a 
building at twenty-five cents a load. 
Jessie Minhennick lent her garage for 
a workshop and more work parties 
pulled nails, ripped and piled the 
boards. Two cub fathers, who are con- 
tractors, drew blueprints for a build- 
ing with a kitchen, sickroom, and 
dining hall for thirty-six cubs. The 
workers prefabricated the building in 
Lambeth; another father donated truck 
and driver to haul it to the site; more 
work parties set it in place. Through- 
out this, says Ruth Bacon, “Women 
like Jennie Quinn weren’t above climb- 
ing into barn lofts to haul down old 
doors and cupboards to see if they 
were usable.” 

The local Legion replaced Bertha 
with a propane gas stove; women from 
the United Church donated a serving 
counter. Cub mothers raised funds by 
catering for a turkey dinner and cubs 
added proceeds from basket drives and 
lawn rolling. “But often,” says a Lam- 
beth man, “you would see a woman 
manning a power roller because the 
cubs weren't big enough to operate it.” 

Now two Lambeth cub packs and 
one from London use the camp which 
meets the requirements for a grant 
from the Department of Education to 
nonprofit camps. Camp leaders report 
the past season the best yet: one boy 
even passed his life-saving test. The 
boys’ estimate: “C’mon, the water’s 
wonderful."—KaE McCoLL. @

attend the school to which he’s allocated, 
be under the teacher who happens to be 
there, and stay, whether he is developing 
fully in that environment or not? This is 
what we say to Canadian parents who 
cannot send their children to schools out 
side the state system. These parents have 
no freedom of choice; the accident of 
geography determines which school thei 
children will be educated in. A compar 
able situation would be a national health 
scheme which required each citizen to go 
to the doctor whose office was nearest his 
own, to visit this doctor when he demand 
ed it and submit to whatever treatment 
he prescribed 


Q Let's return to the changes you sug- 
gest. Where would you begin? 


As I mentioned before, we need a vari 
ety of schools as well as courses. And 
these independent and _ experimental 
schools should get financial help from the 
government so that they're not out of 
bounds to parents who can’t afford fees 
It costs the Ontario Department of Edu 
cation about $187 a year for each student 
in its elementary schools. The annual cost 
of educating each secondary student is 
$403. If a student is attending an inde- 
pendent school, why shouldn't the gov- 
ernment contribute the cost of his state- 
school education to the independent 
school’s budget? In other words, pay these 
schools according to the number of stu- 
dents in attendance, just as the province 
now pays the municipality. 


Q But how do we get around the teach- 
er shortage? 


We can’t talk forever about the teacher 
shortage. At this stage in our country’s 
development, we’re short of skilled people 
in every field, not just the teaching pro- 
fession. Instead of talking comfortably 
about what we can’t do, let’s look at what 
we can do, as individuals and groups, to 
meet the nation’s need for skilled people 
The answer may be a shorter school 
day of intensive academic education 
say three or four hours, morning or after- 
noon—and then a dispersion for activities 
that give some variety and choice. What 
I'm suggesting is a staggered school day, 
with the schools taking care of the core 
subjects only. By core subjects I mean 
not only the three Rs and their close rela- 
tives but also a second language. And 
when I talk about activities that give 
variety and choice I’m talking about the 
responsibility of parents—of all people 
who are concerned about education 


Q How can the community get on with 
its business and also help in the edu- 
cation of its children? 


Let me repeat that education is the busi- 
ness of every adult Canadian. It’s from 
the community the schools should get 
their specialists. Under our existing sys- 
tem the schools hire specialists—Latin 
teachers, physical-training instructors, 
chemists and so forth—and fill out their 
time with teaching assignments they’re 
unqualified to do. For example, a physi- 
cal-training instructor may find himself 
also teaching mathematics and geography. 
Let the core subjects be the sole occupa-

Q But do Canadians want to play an 
active part in the education of their 
children? 


I believe that many parents are dissatis- 
fied with the present state of education 
in this country. But instead of doing some- 
thing about it their tendency is to blame 
the teacher shortage and poor pay for 
teachers and then go on to agonize about 
the mill rate. The teacher shortage isn’t 
the problem. It’s the wasteful way we use 
our teachers that makes them seem in 
shorter supply than some of the othe 
professions. Higher pay for teachers isn’t 
going to improve our education stan- 
dards. The existing system encourages 
weak teachers 

Canadians should ask themselves: Is 
much of our thinking about education 
outmoded? Have we confused education 
with the convenience of keeping children 
occupied safely between nine and four 
each day? Having asked ourselves these 
questions, we should go on to acknowl- 
edge the uncomfortable fact that we can't 
continue forever to talk about the crisis 
in education. We've all got a responsibil- 
ity to cope with it.

How Quickly Should 
a Baby Learn? 


Here are the average ages at which a baby 


learns to respond, walk and talk.

T’S FUN watching your baby de- 

velop and many mothers like to 
keep a record of when each youngster 
learns to do various things. If you do 
this for all your babies you soon no- 
tice that they all develop differently 
and they should, even though they are 
all perfectly normal. Here are some of 
the questions mothers ask doctors or 
psychologists about these differences 
in development. 


Can you test the intelligence.of a baby? 


All the experts agree that it is diffi- 
cult to do this at all accurately. Many 
say that until the age of two and a 
half years you shouldn’t take even the 
standardized tests too seriously. Of 
course, at first the tests are extremely 
simple and you have to rely on the 
mother’s account of the baby’s be- 
havior at home to a considerable ex- 
tent. Besides the baby has to be com- 
fortable and happy during the testing 
period, which is often hard to achieve 
To get a fair indication of the baby’s 
intelligence, several tests at intervals 
are needed and his scores can improve 
greatly as he grows older. So testing 
your own baby accurately is not pos- 
sible and just bothers you unneces- 


sarily. 


It takes an expert to do a reliable 
test and even they are quite modest 
about their results. If the parents are 
of normal intelligence, as most people 
are, there is only one chance in about 
four hundred that the baby will not be 
perfectly normal too. Also a baby may 
be a bit ahead in sitting and walking 
and behind in talking or in the other

Does development in all babies 
follow a pattern? 


Yes, it does, although the speed with 
which a baby reaches the various mile- 
stones varies greatly among perfectly 
normal healthy babies. A child’s brain 
and nervous system are only partially

develop, he is able to do more and 


developed when he is born 


more things, starting from his head 
down. He follows you with his eyes 
before he can turn his head to do so 
When you lay him on his tummy, at 
first he can’t raise his head at all and 
so it is most unwise to put a young 
baby to sleep in this position. Later he 
can raise his head in a wobbly way for 
a few moments. Soon he can hold it 
up steadily, then he turns it as well as 
his eyes to watch you, and next he 
supports himself on his hands so that 
he can see more 

Later he starts crawling, pulling 
himself forward with his hands and 
dragging his legs behind him, and of 
course the next stage is creeping on his 
hands and knees. However, there are 
some babies that skip this crawling 
and creeping sequence, possibly be- 
cause their mothers didn’t lay them 
down on their tummies on a firm sur- 
face where they could learn these 
movements. This omission is of no 
consequence 

The same orderly progression takes 
place with the use of his hands. At 
first he lies with his hands clenched 
At three months he lies on his back

W HEN giving the top of your stove 
its daily cleaning, be sure it has 
cooled before wiping it with a damp 
cloth. Sudden changes in temperature 
may make porcelain-enamel crack. This 
same porcelain-enamel surface of the 
stove is acid resistant but not acid proof. 
If tomatoes, lemon juice or vinegar are 
allowed to stand on it, the surface will 
be marred with a dull finish or dark spots. 


@ There is a new creamy-paste copper 
cleaner on the market which whisks away 
stains like magic. No hard rubbing either. 
Just smooth on and rinse off. 


@ When you iron heavily starched 
clothes, the starch frequently sticks to the 
iron. Wipe if off immediately with a 
damp cloth. 


e@ To keep your coffee maker free from 
stains, wash it in fresh, hot, sudsy water 
after each use. Then, periodically, scrub 
inside with household cleanser or steel 
wool. If that doesn’t stop the discolora- 
tion, use your coffee maker as you would 
to make coffee, but add baking soda or 
dishwasher detergent to the water instead 
of coffee. Same procedure can be follow- 
ed for automatic coffee makers but check 
manufacturer’s instructions first. 


@ lo care for ceramic-tile flooring, 
brush daily with a hair broom. Do not 
use a dust mop, as it may deposit dirt in 
crevices between tiles. Wash with sudsy 
water and rinse for weekly cleaning. Un- 
glazed tile may be waxed with liquid or 
paste wax 


@ It is time to think of cleaning radia- 
tors again: Once a week place dry news- 
papers under radiator to protect floor. 
Cover this with a layer of dampened 
newspaper. Then brush coils downward 
with radiator brush so dust collects on 


damp paper. Fold paper and dispose of 


it. Use blower of vacuum cleaner if you 
have one 


@ Normal care for pewter is: wash in 
hot, sudsy water, rinse and dry thorough- 
y. For tarnish: if tarnish is light, remove 
with silver polish. (For severe tarnish, 
rub in polish with a soft brush.) Working

@ Dust painted walls about three or four 
times a year. Work from the top down 
using a long-handled, soft wall brush 
Or a broom covered with a soft cloth 
(such as cotton flannel), or the dusting 
attachment of vacuum cleaner.
